2. Claims 1-6, 9, 12-15 and 17-24 are allowed. The closest prior art reference Menting (US 
2003/0165682) fails to expressly disclose or in combination teach the claimed microcapsule 
comprising (a) a core containing at least one rubber additive, (b) at least two shells made from the 
claimed resin having the claimed thickness, and (c) the claimed sliding layer made of the claimed 
materials, wherein the shell and the sUding layer together have the claimed tHckness. The selection 
of the claimed microcapsvile steps using the claimed components within the prior art involves an 
unduly and unobvious amount of modifications, wherein the reference fails to motivate one to 
arrive at the totality of the claimed invention. It is not known in the art of metallized layer 
formation, there is no motivation to do so, nor, would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
at the time of the invention. Hence, the invention as a whole is regarded as novel and unobvious 
over the prior art.
